PROPOSED MODIFICATION OF PHILIPPINE TRADE ACT OF 19416 

The Department of State in a communication to the Congress on May 13 requested 
an eighteen months’ extension of the period of free entry of Philippine articles into the 
United States from July 4, 1954, to January 1, 1956. Legislation proposed for implement- 
ing this request would enable the President of the United States to bring this extension 
into effect by proclamation to cover that period between the aforementioned dates for 
which like treatment is accorded United States articles entering the Philippines. 

The draft bill which was forwarded to the Congress was prepared, in response to a 
specific request from the Philippine Government and as a result of an agreement that 
both Governments should seek an eighteen months’ extension of the present free-trade 
period, during which time the basic modifications which the Philippine Government seeks 
in the 1946 Agreement on Trade and Related Matters could be considered

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Distribution Economics Will 
Send Our Trucks to Sea

created great interest in a revival of water transportation. This has been 
brought forcefully home to me by the widespread reaction . . . overwhelm- 
ingly favorable ... to the announcement just a few short months ago of our 
company’s plans for what we call “Sea-Land Service.” Now you might very well 
ask, “What does McLean Trucking Company have to do with water transporta- 
tion?” The answer to that is a description or definition of “Sea-Land Service.” 


‘ie constantly rising cost of distributing freight in the United States has 


In order to utilize the time-proven econ- 
omies of water transportation, the de- 
mands of modern distributing and market- 
ing methods in this country indicate a co- 
ordinated system of both land and water 
movement of goods. This coordination is 
essential to provide up-to-date service not 
only between ports, but between ports and 
ultimate destinations inland. More im- 
portant, this coordination must be provided 
with greatly reduced or completely elimi- 
nated rehandling of cargo between water 
carrier and land carrier. I believe we 
have a practical solution in “Sea-Land 
Service.” 

Before going into detailed explanations 
of “Sea-Land Service,” let us set the stage 
bv examining briefly the decline of coastal 
shipping in the past decade or two. Dry 
cargo ships were taken from coastwise 
trade for use overseas during World War 
II. Vessels operating in coastwise service 
were reduced in number from 490 in 1938 
to only 196 in 1948. Since 1948, the situa- 
tion hasn’t improved much. As recent as 
March of 1954, a newspaper article by 
Raymond Moley had this to say, in part, 
on this subject: 

“Within the next 10 years, 80% of our 
cargo and passenger ships will be obsolete. 
Eventually they must be replaced. ... Yet, 
of the 5,100,000 tons of ships launched in 
the world last year, only 528,307 carried 
the American flag. At this very moment, 
not one freight or passenger ship is on the 
ways in our shipyards.” 

What dried up American coastwise dry- 
cargo service? In addition to the basic 
lack of suitable vessels, a number of op- 
erational antiquities forced shippers to 
other transportation services more in tune 
with the times. These out-of-date and un- 
acceptable conditions include (1) high cost 
of cargo handling, (2) delay in ports, (3) 
inefficient port facilities, (4) pilferage, and 
(5) lack of coordination with land car- 


riers moving between ports and interior 
points. Our new “Sea-Land Service,” I 
am confident, will overcome these and 
many other drawbacks to Atlantic coastal 
shipping that have dealt this trade a near 
deathblow. 

A national leader in motor freight trans- 
portation, McLean Trucking Company has 
perfected a plan to combine the flexibility 
of door-to-door motor freight service with 
the economies of water transportation. 
That, basically, is “Sea-Land Service.” 

As is usually the case with something 
radical, a radical departure from conven- 
tional dry-cargo ship design was required 
for the “Sea-Iand” concept of coordinated

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TRUCKS TO SEA—Continued 
land-water transportation service. Conse- 
quently, Bethlehem Steel Company, Ship- 
building Division, has designed especially 
for this service an entirely new type ship. 
The new ships—initial plans for our new 
service call for four new ships—will be 
650 feet long, will have speeds of up to 
20 knots, and each ship will be capable 
of carrying approximately 286 loaded mo- 
tor freight trailers. The ships will have 
two main, protected trailer decks, with 
additional space on the open weather deck 
and auxiliary space in the hold. The open 
weather deck and the hold will be reached 
by ramps from the two main, protected 

trailer decks. 

Shore facilities at port cities will include 
double-level, variable-height ramps over 
which fully-loaded and _ sealed motor 
freight trailers will be driven on and off 
the stern-loading vessels, with no rehand- 
ling of cargo. In addition, port sites will 
include parking area for up to 1,000 motor 
freight trailers, and conventional motor 
freight terminal facilities along the lines 
of our present home terminal in Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina. 

The newly designed “Sea-Land” ships in- 
vite comparison with conventional coast- 
wise dry-cargo ships. The average con- 
ventional coastwise vessel of this type 
holds about 5,000 tons. This cargo must 
be sling-loaded and sling-unloaded through 
five hatches. For this conventional ves- 
sel, a complete loading and unloading cycle 
consumes about 60 hours—two and one- 
half days. 

“Sea-Land” vessels will hold about 5,000 
tons of net payload cargo. By driving 
motor freight trailers directly on and oif 
through the stern of the ship, a complete 
loading and unloading cycle may be ac- 
complished in only about four hours. This 
will result in a tremendous saving of time 
and expense in port for each “Sea-Land” 
ship. 

Costly rehandling of cargo is required 
at dockside with conventional ships. Sealed 
motor freight trailers are driven directly 
on and off “Sea-Land” ships, reducing the 
possibilities of damage to cargo and elimi- 
nating cargo rehandling entirely. Con- 
ventional ships use port facilities crowded 
with many vessels of all kinds, and often 
lose valuable time waiting for their turn 
to discharge or take on cargo. Only Mc-

ticularly from West Germany, and ex- 
change problems, are the primary threats 
to the current position of the United States 
exporter in the Latin American market, ac- 
cording to John D. J. Moore, vice president, 
in an address before the 7th Annual Notre 
Dame World Trade Conference.

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RIE Railroad will start “piggy-back” 

service on June 16 for hauling highway 
trailers on flat cars between New York and 
Chicago, according to Paul W. Johnston, 
president. Erie’s plan will provide door-to- 
door delivery of freight at the presently 
established truck rates for various com- 
modities listed in rate schedules being filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Other commodities and service between in- 
termediate points may be added later as 
sufficient business develops. The railroad 
will lease trailers for this purpose and 
maintain a direct service contact with ship- 
pers. Initially, the Erie will use standard 
flat cars for handling loaded trailers in ex- 
isting fast freight trains between New York 
and Chicago, offering second-day delivery 
in both directions. The present cars can 
handle one large trailer or two small ones. 
In April, Erie asked car builders to submit 
bids on 100 roller-bearing flat cars, 75 feet 
long, capable of carrying two 35-foot high- 
way trailers by either side loading or end 
loading. The Erie expects to place a firm 
order for these cars within the next few 
weeks, at a cost of more than $1,000,000. 
Johnston said that the “new door-to-door 
service wil) give shippers the benefit of 
lower minimum weights than are now avail- 
able for railroad carload shipments.” He 
added that it “should be a big factor in get- 


ting some of the freight business off the 
highways and back on the rails.” 


Savings of approximately $100,000,000 a 
year have resulted from 55 specific research 
projects carried on by the Association of 
American Kailroads on behalf of the rail- 
road industry. The research projects cov- 
ered in the dollars-and-cents survey on 
which the estimate is based deal with me- 
chanical equipment, roadway construction 
and maintenancee, and freight loss and 
damage prevention. @

TRUCKS TO SEA—Cont’d from page 408 
ments will be moved unopened from pickup 
point to delivery point—door-to-door. Less- 
than-truckload cargoes will be consolidated 
at modern port-site motor freight termi- 
nals, strategically located for easy access 
to arterial highways. By this method, 
even less-than-truckload land shipments 
may be moved in fully loaded, sealed trail- 
ers over the water leg of the route. 

The McLean “Sea-Land” system of 
transportation, then, will combine and co- 
ordinate motor freight and coastwise ves- 
sel schedules for the shipment of goods 
between the Eastern, New England and 
Southeastern states. Regular over-the- 
road motor freight tractors will pick up 
trailers at inland points of origin and de- 
liver them to the nearest “Sea-Land”’ port. 
At the port, industrial tractors will load 
the trailers aboard ship. The ship will 
transport the trailers to the “Sea-Land” 
port nearest destination, where the trail- 
ers will be unloaded from the ship, hooked 
to over-the-road motor freight tractors, 
and driven to the final point of destina- 
tion. 

Initial plans call for the four “Sea- 
Land” ships to operate between major 
Southern and Northern ports. As the ser- 
vice is expanded, supplementary ports- 
of-call may be added. It is estimated that 
the ships will require about 33 hours for 
the run from Wilmington, North Carolina 
to New York, for example. Land move- 
ments will receive the same fast service 
as always provided by motor freight trans- 
portation. 

It is expected that the combination “Sea- 
Land” service will be differentially lower 
in cost than any all-land method of trans- 
portation. This is based on the fact that, 
in general, all-water is more economical 
than all-land; therefore, a combination of 
water and land should be more economical 
than all-land. The differential will vary, 
of course, with the distance of origin and 
destination points from respective ‘“Sea- 
Land” ports. The greater the distance a 
shipment can be moved all-water, the 
greater the differential should be. “Sea- 
Land” tariffs are now being prepared, but 
have not been completed as of this writing. 

McLean Trucking Company has before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission an 
application for approval to acquire all the 
capital stock of the S. C. Loveland Com- 
pany, Inc., a steamship and tug-and-barge 
water carrier serving all points along the 
Atlantic coast. Upon receipts of the Com- 
mission’s approval of this transaction and 
the merger of these two companies, con- 
struction of the four trailer-transport 
ships will begin. It is hoped that “Sea- 
Land Service” may be inaugurated the lat- 
ter part of 1955.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


EXTENSION OF TRADE AGREEMENTS 
ACT—H.R. 8860, which is regarded as an 
Administration measure, was introduced in 
the House of Representatives on April 15, 
1954, to extend the Trade Agreements Act 
from its present expiration date of June 12, 
1954, to June 30, 1957. In general, this bill 
is based on the recommendations made in 
the majority Report of the Randall Com- 
mission on Foreign Economic Policy, and 
on the special message on foreign trade 
policy which the President submitted to 
the Congress on March 30, 1954. It con- 
tinues without change the present “peril 
point” and “escape clause” provisions, and 
the authority of the President to reject, 
when the national interest of the United 
States requires it, recommendations of the 
U. S. Tariff Commission resulting from in- 
vestigations conducted under these provi- 
sions. H.R. 8860 adds some new factors in 
the trade agreement procedure. It author- 
izes the President to include in new trade 
agreements provisions relating to most- 
favored-nation and other standards of 
nondiscriminatory treatment; quantitative 
import and export restrictions; customs 
formalities; and other considerations de- 
signed to promote international trade. In 
agreements concluded after June 12, 1954, 
the President may reduce rates of duty on 
the basis of any one of three alternatives: 
First: The duty on an article may be re- 
duced to a total of 15% below the rate 
existing on January 1, 1954, but this must 
be done in three annual stages. Second: 
The duty on an article which is not being 
imported into the United States, or is being 
imported in negligible quantities, may be 
reduced in three annual stages to a rate 
50% below the rate existing on January 1, 
1945. Third: Present rates in excess of 50% 
ad valorem, or its equivalent, may be re- 
duced to that level in three annual stages. 
The reduction in duty under the first and 
third alternatives can only be proclaimed 
in order to carry out a trade agreement 
entered after June 12, 1954. But section 5 of 
H.R. 8860 authorizes the President to pro- 
claim the reduction provided in the second 
alternative unilaterally, if he finds as a 
fact that the purpose of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act will he promoted thereby. An- 
other new factor in H.R. 8860 is that it asks 
the President to avoid the subdivision of 
classification categories which might give 
rise to confusion or controversy. The Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means to which this 
bill has been referred has not announced 
any public hearings on it. 

The Board of Directors of the Council 
believes that the new bargaining power 
H.R. 8860 gives to the President to reduce 
rates of duty is inadequate. On the other 
hand, reports from Washington indicate 
that opponents of the trade agreements 
program who are now in key positions in 
the House Committee on Ways and Means 


and the Senate Committee on Finance hope 
to kill the program; or that the best that 
can be hoped for is a one-year simple ex- 
tension of the present law, without giving 
to the President any different authority to 
reduce duties. As it has been pointed out on 
many occasions in the past, even if the pro- 
gram is allowed to expire, that action will 
not affect existing duties resulting from 
trade agreements concluded in the past. 
FLAMMABLE FABRICS ACT — Senator 
William A. Purtell (R.-Conn.) has intro- 
duced S. 3379 to amend the Flammable 
Fabrics Act which is scheduled to go into 
effect on June 30, 1954. This bill proposes to 
exclude “scarfs made of plain surface fab- 
rics” from the provisions of the Act; and 
also to change the conditions under which 
the articles of wearing apparel and the 
fabrics to be used in making wearing ap- 
parel covered by this Act are tested for 
flammability. Instead of being tested in the 
dry state prescribed by Commercial Stand-

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ard 191-53, the new bill provides that the 
test shall be made upon samples which are 
conditioned to equilibrium in the standard 
textile testing atmosphere of 65 per cent 
relative humidity and a temperature of 70 
degrees Fahrenheit. This is regarded as a 
more accurate method of testing flammabil- 
ity. It is understood that all the Government 
agencies concerned with the Act favor 8S 
3379, and for this reason it is believed Con- 
gress will consider it promptly. In connec- 
tion with this Act, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission is expected to rule soon whether 
handkerchiefs, veilings, and scarfs are arti- 
cles of wearing apparel, and as such subject 
to the Act. 

PHILIPPINES — Under the Philippine 
Trade Act of 1946, Philippine articles which 
are entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, 
for consumption on and after July 4, 1954, 
are scheduled to lose their duty-free status. 
After that date, they are supposed to be 
subject to an annually ascending proportion 
of the applicable amount of duty, begin- 
ning with 5% on and after July 4, 1954, 
through December 31, 1954, and to an addi-

FOREIGN ASSETS CONTROL—FEffective 
March 4, 1954, yak hair, and paint brushes 
containing hog bristles and valued at more 
than $24.00 per dozen cannot be imported 
into the United States from any country 
without a license trom Foreign Assets Con- 
trol of the U. S. Treasury Department.

CACAO PRODUCTS AND COUMARIN— 
The Food and Drug Administration has 
made a ruling that foods containing cou- 
marin added as such or as a constituent of 
tonka beans or tonka extract will be re- 
garded as adulterated under the provisions 
of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act. This action was taken because pharma- 
cological investigations show that coumarin 
has toxic properties. As a consequence of 
this finding, the Food and Drug Admi‘nistra- 
tion has also amended its definitions and 
standards of identity for cacao vroducts in 
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tional 5% each year thereafter until 1973. 
Under the same Act, the duty-free quotas of 
certain Philippine articles will be reduced 
annually beginning January 1, 1955. For 
some time, however, the United States and 
Philippines have been negotiating on 
amendments to this Act. “he proposals for 
modification include continuation of the

URUGUAY—The President has issued a 
proclamation terminating as of December 
28, 1953, the bilateral reciprocal trade agree- 
ment with Uruguay which became effective 
January 1, 1943. This agreement was termi- 
nated by mutual consent, in view of the 
fact that Uruguay became a contracting 
party to the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade on December 16, 1953. This action 
will not result in any changes in tariff 
rates.

ALMONDS-—-The Bureau of Customs has 
instructed customs officials to require the 
deposit, in addition to the regular duty, of 
an import fee of 10 cents per pound but not 
more than 50% ad valorem on all shelled, 
blanched, roasted, or otherwise prepared or 
preserved almonds (not including almond 
paste) which are entered, or withdrawn, 
for consumption on and after May 4 until 
September 30, 1954. Last September, the 
President imposed an import fee, in addi- 
tion to the regular duty, on the almonds 
described above which are entered for con- 
sumption during the period October 1, 1953, 
to September 30, 1954. This fee was set at 5 
cents per pound but not more than 50% ad 
valorem on the first 7,000,000 of pounds 
entered during this period, and at 10 cents 
per pound but not more than 50% ad valo- 
rem on all such almonds in excess of that 
quantity. 

SYNTHETIC MENTHOL FROM FRANCE 
—Under existing regulations of the Foreign 
Assets Control, U. S. Treasury Department, 
natural and synthetic menthol cannot be 
imported from any country except Brazil, 
except under a specific license issued by 
Foreign Assets Control. 

Effective May 13, 1954, this restriction 
will not apply to synthetic menthol im- 
ported from France directly or on a through 
bill of lading, provided that such synthetic 
menthol is accompanied by a certificate

DEVALUATION OF THE MEXICAN 
PESO 

On April 17th the International Monetary 
Fund announced that it had concurred in 
a proposal by the Government of Mexico to 
devaluate the Mexican peso. The rate has 
been altered from 8.65 to the dollar to 12.50 
to the dollar. In other words, the value of 
the peso goes from 11.6 cents to 8 cents. 

The international Monetary Fund also 
stated that a stand-by agreement with 
Mexico had been reached whereby Mexico 
may purchase up to $50 million with Mexi- 
can pesos at any time during the next 6 
months. 

While there had been speculation con- 
cerning peso devaluation during the past 
year or more, the action taken was gen- 
erally unexpected. It had been felt in many 
circles that Mexico’s dollar reserves of over 
$200 million, plus the stabilization fund 
created with the United States Treasury 
last year, were sufficient to support the 
previous rate. However, Mexico's exports 
during 1953 showed a considerable decrease 
due in large part to lower prices for cot- 
ton and metals. An increase in coffee sales 
partially offset the very substantial drop in 
metal sales. It is expected that the peso 
devaluation will assist in bringing about 
an increase in Mexico’s export of these im- 
portant commodities and, furthermore, will 
act as a stimulus to increase tourist re- 
ceipts. At the same time, the new rate will 
mean an increase of about 1/3 or more in 
the peso cost on products imported from the 
United States 


EUROPEAN EXPORT TRADE 
PROMOTION 

Three survey reports concerned, respec- 
tively, with Austria, Belgium and Denmark, 
comprising Sections I, II and III of Part 
Two of the general study on European 
Export Trade Promotion have recently been 
issued, Among the aspects covered in these 
documents vrepared by the NFTC European 
Division are: The basic position and post- 
war record of the particular country; export 
credit guarantees; special assistance in ex- 
port financing; fiscal incentives; other mis- 
cellaneous measures employed to promote 

exports. Each Section is self-contained. 


TREATIES OF FRIENDSHIP, 

COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 

The Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and 
Navigation between the United States and 
Israel which entered into force April 3rd is 
the sixth postwar bilateral treaty of this 
nature which has come into effect. In addi- 
tion to the one with Israel, Treaties of 
Friendship, Commerce and Navigation with 
Ireland, Italy, Ethiopia, Japan and China 
have come into effect. Instruments of rati- 
fication have not yet been exchanged with 
respect to others signed with Denmark, 
Greece, Colombia and Uruguay. 

According to a recent Department of 
State announcement the existing commer- 


cial treaty network is rounded out by thirty 
treaties entered into at various times before 
World War II which are still in effect in 
whole or in greater part. Fourteen of these 
treaties were entered into during the pe- 
riod between the two world wars, as part 
of a program initiated by Charles Evans 
Hughes while he was Secretary of State. 
The remainder were concluded at various 
times during the 19th century or the first 
years of this century; in fact, eleven of 
them were negotiated over one hundred 
years ago. These various treaties, while 
dealing with the same general range of 
subject matter, came into effect individually 
over a long span of time and under widely 
differing circumstances. Consequently, they 
vary greatly from the standpoint of respon- 
siveness to the requirements of present-day 
economic intercourse.

KENYA AND UGANDA, TANGANYIKA TERRITORY, AND ZANZIBAR AND PEMBA— 
Air parcel post service to Kenya and Uganda, Tanganyika Territory, Zanzibar and Pemba, 
which was temporarily suspended, has been resume 2d. The air parcel rate is $1.35 for the 
first four ounces or fraction and 85 cents for each additional four ounces or fraction. 
The weight limit for air parcel post is 11 pounds. 

PHILIPPINES—Addressees in the Philippines are required to obtain release certifi- 
cates from the Central Bank of the Philippines for many types of importations. Gifts not 
exceeding 100 pesos ($50) in value, trade samples and advertising displays within the 
same value limit, and articles which are the personal property of the addressee, are 
exempt from the requirement. 

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE Sffective at once, the air mail rate applicable to articles 
in the Postal Union mails other than letters, letter packages and post cards for Morocco

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MOROCCO (SPANISH ZONE)—Air parcel rates applicable to air parcels for the 
Spanish Zone of Morocco (including the Spanish post office in the International Zone of 
‘vangier) have been changed and now are $1.19 for the first four ounces or fraction and 
54 cents for each additional four ounces or fraction. The weight limit for an air parcel 
is 11 pounds. 

LUXEMBOURG—Insurance for parcel post packages has been instituted to 
bourg. This service is applicable to surface parcels only. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—Gift parcels containing clothing, footwear or other used wear- 
ing apparel are not admitted to Czechoslovakia unless the contents have been disinfected 
and a certificate to that effect is enclosed in the package. A notarized statement from a 
reliable dry-cieaning establishment or laundry that articles of clothing have been cleaned 
should meet the requirements of the Czechoslovakia authorities. Senders shall be required 
tu endorse the wrappers of such parcels “CERTIFICATE OF DISINFECTION ENCLOSED.” 
Preserved foods in tin cans or other hermetically sealed containers are not permitted. 

PARAGUAY—Effective May 1, 1954, parcel post service to Paraguay, which has been 
temporarily suspended, will be resumed. The rates will be those previously in effect. How- 
ever, the weight limit which previously was 44 pounds, will be reduced to 22 pounds. 

GERMANY—German banknotes and coins addressed to the Soviet Zone of Germany 
are prchibited. 

THE SOVIET ZONE OF GERMAN Y—Commercial parcels for the Soviet Zone, including 
the Soviet Sector of Berlin, Germany, may be sent up to a weight limit of 44 pounds. Gilt 
parcels for the Soviet Zone (including the Soviet Sector of Berlin) are limited to 22 
pounds in weight, and may contain only necessary articles for the personal use of the 
addressee or members of his household. No such parcel may contain more than 8% ounces 
of coffee; 8% ounces or either cocoa or chocolate; and/or 1% ounces of tobacco products. 
Parcels not complying with the foreging may be confiscated by the German authorities. 
Service to the Soviet Zone is unlimited to uninsured parcels. Commercial parcels for the 
Soviet Zone require import licenses to be obtained by the addressees. 

INTERNATIONAL AIR MAIL POSTAGE RATE FOR SINGLE POST CARDS—Effective 
June 1, 1954, an international air mail postage rate of 10 cents each will be established 
fur single post cards destined for delivery in other countries. The new rate will not 
affect the existing air mail rates of 4 cents each for cards addressed for delivery in 
Canada and Mexico, or 8 cents each for cards addressed for delivery in Cuba and St. Pierre 
and Miquelon. 

An international air mail postal card will not be issued by the Post Office Department 
at this time. The 4-cent domestic air mail or international surface postal card may be 
used by affixing 6 cents postage, or a commercial picture post card may be used by 
affixing 10 cents postage. Post cards for transmission in the international air service 
must have affixed on the address side the blue “Par Avion/by Air Mail” label (Form 
2978), or in lieu thereof the endorsement “Par Avion (Via Air Mail).”

TAIWAN TRADE LIST AVAILABLE 


U. S. foreign traders who wish to do business in Taiwan (Formosa) now may obtain 
an up-to-date list of foreign traders in that country. The list includes over 500 importers 
and exporters interested in developing trade with American firms, and who have been 
active in foreign trade for at least the past two years. Also included are the names of 
the principal industrial firms, mostly government enterprises, as well as a brief summary 
of basic trade data. 

All imports into Taiwan are under Government control and require import and foreign 
exchange licenses from the Chinese government agencies concerned. Imports into the 
United States of Chinese-type goods also are controlled to screen out those of communist- 
Chinese origin. 

The 89-page list, entitled “Business Firms—Taiwan,” classifies foreign traders in 
four groups: importers and dealers, exporters, industrial firms, and large plantations. It 
may be purchased from the Commercial Intelligence Division, U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, Washington 25, D. C., or from any of the Department's Field Offices for $1 a copy.

The Government of Afghanistan has enacted a foreign investment law, the first of its 
kind to be passed in that country. The new law represents an important step on the part 
of the Afghanistan Government toward creating a favorable climate for foreign investors.

TOTAL TRADE 


The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise declined from $1,181.4 million in February 
to $1,121.81 million in March, a level about 15% below the 1953 monthly average of $1,313.7 
million. Meanwhile, general imports rose from $808.7 to $858.1 million, but remained 
approximately 5% below the 1953 monthly average of $906.2 million. Exports under the 
Mutual Security Program showed a noticeable increase from $184.4 to $203.6 million. 
During the first quarter of 1954, exports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments were 
valued at $3,394.2 million, or about 13% below the 1953 first quarter total of $3,882.5 
million. M.S. P. (military) exports amounted to $557.3 million during the 1954 first quarter, 
totaling $330.9 millicn less than shipments valued at $888.2 million under this program 
during the same period in 1953. With M.S.P. (military) shipments excluded, exports during 
the first quarter of 1954 were 5% below the comparable 1953 period. Imports during the 
first quarter of 1954 totaled $2,499.7 million, as compared with the 1953 total of $2,782.9 
million for the same period. [F.T. 900.]

Effective July 1953, the value of export shipments individually valued from $100 to $499 
(about 4 to 6 percent of total export value) is estimated by sampling. Beginning January 1954. 
imports valued at $250 or less reported on formal consumption and informal entries (about 1 
percent of total import value) are also estimated by sampling. The estimated values for exports 
and imports are distributed amoung the district totals shown in the table. Prior to 1954, informal 
entries were excluded from the import statistics and during July-December 1953, formal entry 
shipments valued at less than $100 were estimated by sampling. The effect of the sampling 
procedures on the export and import totals shown is insignificant in terms of the rounded 
jigures presented in the table.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—REQUESTS FOR OVERTIME 
SERVICES—LAY ORDERS 

Single applications for overtime services of customs officers have been required to 
specify the nature of the services desired and the exact times that they will be needed. 
Compliance with this requirement has resulted in unnecessary work because of the neces- 
sity in many cases of filing several applications for overtime services of customs officers 
in connection with only one arrival of a vessel at a United States port. 

Accordingly, in order (1) to simplify customs requirements and procedures in con- 
nection with requests for overtime services of customs officers in entering the clearing 
vessels, supervising the unlading or lading thereof, and related activities, (2) to authorize 
the use of customs Form 3171, Application and Permit To Lade or Unlade Vessels of 5 
Net Tons or More, as an application and permit to retain unentered goods on the wharf 
for more than 5 days, and (3) to bring the regulations into conformity with the amend- 
ment of section 484 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, by section 16 (b), Customs Simplification Act 
of 1953, the Customs Regulations are amended as follows: 

Page 1146 

Section 4.10 is amended by inserting the following sentence after the first sentence: 
Such request for overtime services must specify the nature of the services desired 
and the exact times when they will be needed, unless arrangements are made locally so 
that the proper customs officer will be seasonably notified during official hours in ad- 
vance of the rendering of the services as to the nature of services desired and the exact 
times that they will be needed.

With respect to articles 
described in items 1 through 7, inclusive, above, the additional duties specified shall be 
applied to all such articles which are covered by unliquidated entries filed on or after 
August 23, 1948. With respect to articles described in item 8 above, the assessment of 
additional duties shall be applied only to such articles which are entered for consump- 
tion or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after the expiration of 30 days after 
the date of publication of this decision in the weekly Treasury Decisions. T.D.’s 43634, 
44742, and 47475 are hereby superseded with respect to merchandise covered by entries 
filed on or after August 23, 1948, and unliquidated on April 22, 1954.

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN COVERING PORTUGUESE PORT WINE 

There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from the 
lbirector, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division, Internal Revenue Service, dated April 16, 
1954, which is self-explanatory. Any question as to the genuineness of the certificate 
of origin shall be submitted to the Bureau. (C/L No. 2873.) 

“We have been advised by the Portuguese Government that all shipments of Port Wine 
exported from Portugal are covered by Certificates of Origin (a sample of which is enclosed) 
issued by the Instituto Do Vinho Do Porto. 

“In order to avoid the importation into the country of Port Wine not entitled to this 
unqualified designation, it would be appreciated if you would advise the Collectors of Customs 
at the various Ports of Entry that all Port Wine exported from Portugal is accompanied by 
this Certificate of Origin and that if they have any doubt as to the authenticity of a particular 
shipment, this certificate could be accepted as evidence that it is genuine Portuguese Port.” 


REMOVAL OF “CHANNEL ISLANDS” FROM THE LIST OF DESIGNATED 
COUNTRIES IN WHICH IT HAS BEEN DETERMINED THAT RINDERPEST 
OR FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE EXISTS 

Pursuant to section 306 of the Tariff Act of 1930, the Secretary of Agriculture has 
determined that neither rinderpest nor foot-and-mouth disease now exists in the Channel 
Islands, and accordingly has, effective Apri] 12, 1954, further amended section 94.1 of 
B.A.l. Order 373 by removing the Channel Islands from the list of designated countries 
in which it has been determined that such disease exists. 

The determination, notification, and amendment remove the present prohibitions under 
section 306 of the tariff act upon importation into the United States of cattle, sheep, or 
other domestic ruminants, or swine, or of fresh, chilled, or frozen beef, veal, mutton, 
lamb, or pork from the Channel Islands and render the commodities originating in those 
Islands and specified in sections 94.2 to 94.5 of B.A.I. Order 373 no longer subject to the 
provisions of those sections. (C/L No, 2874.)

RYE, RYE FLOUR, AND RYE MEAL—QUOTA 


A proclamation issued by the President on March 31, 1954, pursuant to the authority 
contained in section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended (7 U. S. C. 624), 
prescribes an absolute quota of 31,000,000 pounds of rye, rye flour, and rye meal, of which 
not more than 2,500 pounds may be in the form of rye flour or rye meal, which may be 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption during the period Mareh 31, 
1954, to June 30, 1954, both dates inclusive, and a quota of 186,000,000 pounds of rye, rye 
flour, and rye meal for the twelve month period beginning July 1, 1954, of which not 
more than 15,000 pounds may be in the form of rye flour or rye meal. 

No rye, rye flour or rye meal subject to the quota prescribed by the proclamation 
shall be released from customs custody until the release is authorized by the Bureau. 
Upon completion of any entry or withdrawal of such rye, rye flour, or rye meal the trans- 
action shall be reported by the collector of customs on the weekly report (customs Form 


3161) in the detail provided thereon. [T.D. 53470.]

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TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


Reelassification of Certain Hats and Beaded Bag Plates—The Bureau of Customs has 
issued the public notice required by section 16.10 a (d) of the Customs Regulations to 
announce that its proposes to change the customs classification of hats, trimmed with a 
bow of cellulose loosely basted thereto, and of beaded bag plates in part of net embroid- 
ered with a design so placed on the net that the embroidery cannot be seen when incor- 
porated into a finished bag. 

Under existing uniform practice, such merchandise is classified under paragraph 1529 
(a), Tariff Act of 1930, as articles, ornamented. The Bureau believes that they are more 
properly classifiable under another provision in the same paragraph, for articles, not 
ornamented, under which they would be subject to a higher rate of duty. é 

The Bureau will consider any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to the 
correct classification of this merchandise which are submitted in writing to the Bureau 
of Customs, Washington 25, D. C., not later than June 11, 1954. No public hearings will 
bea held in connection with this proposal. 

Asphalt sheets composed of a mixture of asphalt and earthy or mineral substances 
and Ebon putty or asphalt mastic, consisting of petrol pitch in combination with and in 
chief value of certain animal and mineral waxes have been classified under the provisions 
of paragraph 1710, Tariff Act of 1930, and admitted free of duty. The Bureau of Customs, 
however, has issued a public notice to announce that it proposes to change the classifica- 
tion of these two items because it believes that the asphalt sheets described above are 
more properly classifiable under par. 214 as earthy or mineral substances, wholly or partly 
manufactured at 15 per cent ad valorem, and that the putty described above is more 
properly classifiable under the provision for manufactures in chief value of wax in par. 


1536. 
IMPORT FEE—ALMONDS 


The following procedure is established for the control of the 7,000,000-pound limita- 
tion on entries and withdrawals for consumption of shelled almonds and blanched, roasted, 
or otherwise prepared or preserved almonds (not including almond paste) specified in 
Presidential Proclamation No. 3034, dated September 29, 1953. [T.D. 53357]. 

During the period from the close of business on May 3 through September 30, 1954, the 
deposit of a fee of 10 cents per pound, but not more than 50 per centum ad valorem, shall 
be required on all of the above-described almonds (not including almond paste) entered, 
or withdrawn, for consumption. The fee shall be in addition to any other duty imposed 
on such almonds. 

The time zone and exact time of acceptance shall be noted on each entry and with- 
drawal for consumption and shall be recorded on the quota reports of collectors of 
customs. 

The quota status of all entries and withdrawals of such almonds accepted after the 
close of business on May 3, 1954, will be determined as soon as possible after receipt of 
complete reports from collectors of customs. (C/L No. 2875.)

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INVOICES—CANCELLATION OF CLAIMS FOR LIQUIDATED DAMAGES 

A number of cases have arisen under the circumstances covered by Bureau Circular 
Letter No. 2869, of February 16, 1954, in which an importer who has followed the second 
procedure suggested in the first paragraph has been unable to produce a correct certified 
invoice within the bond period because of the refusal of his foreign shipper to suzply one. 
in such cases, the settlement of the bond liability under section 25.17(b) of thd Customs 
Regulations is not authorized, since the failure to prowuce the required invoice is due to 
a purpose of the foreign shipper to withhold required information. 

Collectors of customs are hereby authorized to cancel the bond liability of the importer 
for failure to produce a correct invoice within the prescribed time, provided the following 
conditions are met: 

1. The person who made the entry submits an application for relief from the full 
amount of the charge, explaining in detail why a correct certified invoice could not be pro- 
duced within the prescribed period, and the collector of customs is satisfied by such 
application or otherwise that the failure to produce a correct invoice within the pre- 
scribed period was due to causes wholly beyond the control of the person making the 
entry. 

2. The person who made the entry submits evidence showing that a diligent effort 
was made to secure a correct invoice. 

3. The importer shall unconditionally pay an amount of $25 as mitigated liquidated 
damages. (C/I No. 2869, Supplement No. 1.) 


DRAW BACK—SUBSTITUTION 

The Act of August 8, 1951 (19 U. S. C. Supp. V, 1313 (b)) amended section 313 (b), 
Tariff Act of 1930, to permit substitution for drawback purposes in the case of certain 
additional kinds of imported merchandise, namely ferrous metal, ore containing ferrous 
metal, flaxseed or linseed, and flaxseed or linseed oil. 

T.D. 52935 provides that no imported ferrous metal, or ore containing ferrous metal, 
or flaxseed or linseed, or flaxseed or linseed oil may legally be designated as the basis 
for the allowance of drawback under section 313 (b), supra, if such merchandise was 
entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption prior to 
August 8, 1951. 

The United States Customs Court in the case of General Motors Corporation v. United 
States (C. D. 1587, decided February 17, 1954) held that the Act of August 8, 1951, is 
effective as to merchandise specified therein which was imported prior to the date of the 
Act. Accordingly, T.D. 52935 is hereby revoked.

under is subject to the ruling stated in T.D. 52935 are hereby amended by deleting all 
reference to T.D. 52935. An appropriate amendment will be made by the Bureau to each 
rate of drawback issued wherein the dates of first manufacture and exportation authorized 
have been so limited as to be in conformity with T.D. 52935. [T.D. 53481.]

SPACE BONDED FOR STORAGE OF WHEAT 

Notice is hereby given that, pursuant to the authority contained in section 251 of the 
fevised Statutes and sections 552, 553, 555, 556, 557, and 624 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended (19 U. S. C. 66, 1552, 1553, 1555, 1556, 1557, 1624), consideration is being given 
to the adoption of proposed rules regarding the handling of imported wheat being trans- 
ported in bond under section 552 or 553, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, or warehoused 
under section 557, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

Adoption of the proposed regulations would specifically prohibit the mixing, blending, 
commingling, or manipulation in customs bonded elevators, during transportation in bond, 
while on conveyor belts on the way to the exporting vessel or otherwise during lading 
under customs supervision, or while otherwise in customs custody, of imported wheat 
with domestic wheat of any class, except as specifically authorized pursuant to section 
311 or 562, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

It is proposed to amend 19 CFR Part 19, by adding the following centerhead and 
new sections: 

SPACE BONDED FOR THE STORAGE OF WHEAT 

19.29 Sealing of bins or other bonded space. All bins or other space bonded for the 
storage of imported wheat shall be sealed by customs officers by affixing customs locks 
or customs tyden seals to the rope or chain which controls the gear mechanism for opening 
the outlets, or such other method as will effectively prevent the removal of the wheat 
from, or access to the wheat in, the bonded space except under customs supervision. 

19.30 Domestic wheat not to be allowed in bonded space. The presence of domestic 
wheat in space bonded for the storage of imported wheat shall not be permitted. 

19.31 Bulk wheat of different classes and grades not to be comming'ed in storage.

If the wheat 
is stored in bags or other transportation containers, such bags or containers shall be 
so marked and so placed in the warehouse that the identity of the wheat will not be lost 
while in storage, to permit easy access to all lots, and to facilitate inspecting, sampling, 
and the identification of each lot.

WOOL GLOVE LININGS described in the public notice of this investigation previously 
given (19 F.R. 2219). 


INCREASE OF DUTY ON SCISSORS AND SHEARS, DENIED 
There is reproduced below the White House announcement relating to the Tariff Commis- 
sion’s investigation with respect to imports of scissors and shears. 
May 11, 1954 


The President today declined to accept the recommendations of the United States 
Tariff Commission tor a doubling ot the duty on the imports of certain types of scissors 
and shears. 

The Tariff Commission had made an investigation of the effect of the trade agreement 
concessions on the domestic scissors and shears industry, pursuant to Section 7 of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act, In its report, a majority of Commission members found 
that scissors and shears are being imported into this country in such increased quantities 
as to threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly competi- 
tive products. 

The President, in identical letters to Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and Representative Danial A. Reed, Chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, indicated that he did not feel that the evidence presented 
established conclusively that imports of scissors and shears threaten serious injury to 
the domestic industry. The president questioned the adequacy of the data presented to 
the Commission, accounting only for a litt!e more than one-third of the domestic produc- 
tion. He also pointed out that imports after reaching their high point in 1952, have 
levelled off since then, with the rate during 1953 and early 1954 somewhat below that of 
1952. 

The President, in commenting on the Commission’s decision to recommend action on 
the basis of threatened rather than actual injury, said he believed that “when this provi- 
sion of the law is invoked, the evidence brought forth to substantiate the judgment of 
threat must be of such a character as to leave no doubt that actual injury is imminent.” 
The President stated that in the present instance he is not persuaded that the evidence 
is of such a character.
